Ricamoxe, 29, 1847. 

Whether it bes favor or an aunocyance, you 
owe this letter to my habits of early rising. 
From the hour marked at the top of the page, 
you will naturally conclade that my companicas 
are But Bow engagiag my attention, as we bare 
aot caloulated on being carly travellers to-day. 

This city bas a“ pleasant seat.” It is bigh 
the James river rans below it, and when I went 
out an hour ago, sothing was heard but the 
roar of the falls. The air is tranquil and its 
temperature mild. It is morniag, and a morn- 
ing sweet, aod fresh, and delightful. Every- 
body keows the morning in its metaphorical 
sense, applied to so many objects and on so 
many ccocasions. The health, strength and 
beauty of early years, leads us to call that period 
“the morning of life.” Of a lovely young wo- 
man we say she “is bright as the morning,” 
and no one doubts why Lucifer is called “son 
of the morning.” 

Bat the morsing itself, few people, tababdi 
tants of cities, know anything about. Among 
all our good people, not ene in « thousand 
sees the sum rise once a year. They know no- 
thing of the morning. Their ides of it is, that 
it is that part of the day which comes slong 
after « eup of coffee and a beefsteak, or a piece 
of toast. With them morning is not a new is- 
suing of light, a new bursting forth of the sun, 
s new waking up of all that has life, from « sort 
ef temporary death, to behwid again the works 
of God, the heavens and the earth; it is only a 
part of the domestic day, belonging to break- 
fast, to reading the newspapers, answering 
Rotes, the childres to school, and 
giving orders for dinser. The first faint streak 
of light, the cerliest purpling of the East, 
which the lark springs up to greet, and the 
deeper and deeper coloring iato orange and 
red, tll at length the “ glorious sun is seen, 
regent of day’’-this they never enjoy, for they 
never see it.

Ia this desert there are springs—eprings of 
soda and sulphur, and salt waters; and others, 
so het that they boil up as in s great cauldron, 
and you could not dip your Gager into them 
without scalding it. 
There are vast caves piercing the sides of the 
moustains, and deep chaems opening into the 
p'sins — some of them so deep that you might 
tapcy mountains bed been scooped out to form 
them. They are called “ barraneas.” There 
are precipices rising straight up trore the plains, 
thousands of fect ia height, and steep as « wall; 
through the mountains themselves you may see 
great clefts cat by the rivers, as though they 
had been tunnelled and their tops hed fallen in 
—they ere called “casons.”” All these sings- 
lar formations mark the w‘id region of the Great 
American Desert. 
It bas ite denizens. There are cases in it; 
some of them large, and settled by civilized 
men. One of them is the country of New 
Mexico, containing many towns and 30 000 in- 
vabitants. These are of the Spanish and mized 
Indian races. Another oasis is the country 
around the Great Salt and Utah Lakes. Here 
is also a settlement, established ia 154). Its 
people are Americans and Eaglishmen. 
Besides there two great oases, there are thou- 
sands of others of all sizes—from Sfty miles in 
breadth, to the little spot of a few acres, formed 
by the fertilizing waters of some gurgling spring 
Macy of them are without inbabitents. In 
others, again, dwell tribes of Indians, some of 
them namerous and power!ul, possessing horses 
and cattle; while others are found im small 
groups of four or five families cach, subsisting 
miserably upon roots, seeds, grass, reptiles and 
insects. In addition to the two great settle 
ments we have mentioned, and the Indians, | 
there ls another class of men scattered over 
this region. These are white mes—bunters 
and trappers. They subsist by trapping the 
bearer, and buntiog the bafislc and other avi 
mals. Their life is one contiaued scene of peril, 
beth from the wild saimals which they encoun- 
ter in their losely excurgons, and the hostile 
Indians with whom they come in contact. 
These men procure the furs of the beaver, the 
otter, the muskrat, the marten, the ermine, the 
lyex, the fox, and the skins of many other ani- 
mals. This is their business, aad by this they 
live. There are forts, or trading posts, este- 
blished by adventurous merchants, at long dis 
tances from each other; and at these forts the 
trappers exebange their furs for the seoessary 
| implements of their perilous caliing. 

There is another class of men who traverse 
| the great desert. For many yoars there has bees 
le commerce carried on between the oasis of
